MATZO SHORTAGE 
IN RUSSIA

There was a definite shortage of 
matzot. in many Russian. towns 
because of the res“rictions 
introduced this year in the number of 
permits issued for matzo baking. 

With the exception of Moscow. 
Leningrad, and one or two other large 
cities, Orthodox Jews all. over the 
country were compelled to hmit their 
matzo. consumption to the hbarest 
minimum. Some are reported to have 
had no matzot at all. 

lt appears that although parcels of 
matzot sent collectively to the Jewish 
communities in a number of Russian 
cities have been returned, those sent 
to individual addresses were allowed 
to get through. It is Known that at 
least some of the matzo parcels sent 
from Western Europe to. individual 
recipients in Russia were received in

INDEPENDENCE & ISOLATION 


He shall dwell alone ; outside the 
camp shall his habitation be 
(Leviticus xiii, 15). 


HE treatment prescribed by 
the Torah for the confirmed 
leper is one that medical 

practice has fully endorsed ; isola- 
tion of the victim in order to 
protect society from a terrible, con- 
tagious affliction. The rabbis, how- 
ever, refused to regard the Torah 
merely as a text-book of preventive 
medicine, and were concerned to 
emphasise that such manifestations 
of physical ill-health often have 
their origins in moral disease. 

Thus, by a play on the Hebrew 
word for leper, Metzora becomes 
equated with Motzi Ra, i.e., the 
slanderer or tale-bearer. And when 
the effects of the evil tongue are 
truly considered, the comparison js 
by no means far-fetched. Can we 
not see the smug superiority of him 
who has a salty piece of defamatory 
information to purvey.; the putting 
together of heads as jt is being 
imparted ; and the sense of ‘mission 
with which the favoured com- 
municants in turn, with the added 
relish of a little embellishment, pass 
on the poisonous matter 7? 

What is the spiritual medicine 
that will halt the spreading of such 
mora! contagion ? “ He shall dwell 
alone ; outside the camp shall his 
habitation be.” Isolation, ostracisa- 
tion, and a_ social stigma of 
“unclean” for him who would 
pollute the atmosphere and disturb 
the well-being of the community.” 


But is this usually the case? 
~ Unfortunately not; for rather 
than. being regarded as a menace, 
the bearer of idle or malicious 
gossip becomes the social lion, 
while the slandered victim, — his 
character torn to shreds before he 
can even trace the source of the 
calumny, is isolated and shunned.

INSTITUTE EXPANDS

The Jews’ College Institute for the 
Training of Teachers has already 
accepted 34 students for the October 
session and several more applications 
are now under review. This means 
that there will be an increase of at 
least 25 per.cent on last year's enrol- 
ment figures, and of 125 per cent on 
the previous year, the first in the life 
of the Institute.

knowledge’ should be stipulated, 

However, Dr, I.. Epstein, the Prin- 
cipal of the College, assured the 
meeting that the four-year course 
enabled a student to reach the 
required standard in Hebrew even if 
he knew none before

Homage to Warsaw Fighters

For the members of the Jewish 
Workers’ Circle, mainly elderly 
people from Eastern Europe, the 
anniversary of the Warsaw Ghetto 
Uprising, which they commemorated 
on Sunday at their small premises in 
Hackney, was the Yahrzeit of their 
kith and kin. It was a matter of 
regret, said the Chairman of the 
Circle, Mr. A. Holland, that the 
anniversary was not observed uni- 
versally by all Jews regardiess of 
class distinctions and political 
Op mMions. 

Mr. Jack Pearce, who represents 
the Circle at the Board of Deputies, 
welcomed the announcement, which 
had been made that day by. the 
Board's President, that the Chief 
Rabbi would instruct all synagogues 
under his jurisdiction to commemo- 
rate the Ghetto Rising by special 
plaques and memorial lights. This 
represented “an important and wel- 
come change in the Anglo-Jewish 
community.” 


Spirit of Continuity 


Dr. J. Maiths described the rising 
as “a clanon call on behalf of all 
the enslaved peoples under the Nazi 
heel.” The handful of badly armed 
Jews in Warsaw had been the first 
to horst the flag of open revolt. But 
the revolt, he pointed out, had not 
been the only form of Jewish 
resistance ; there had been the Kid- 
dush Hashem of passive resistance : 
the unbroken farth among a doomed 
people. which even overcame thei: 
fear of death, and social, cultural. 
and literary activity which showed a 
tremendous spirit of Jewish = con- 
tinuity,. and even of hope and 
expectancy beyond belief. 

This, Dr. Maitlis stressed, had been 
possible only because the uprising 
was a link in the 2,000-year-old chain 
of Jewish bravery and sacrifice. 

Mr. Alec Waterman said that the 
scientific and cold-blooded annihila- 
tron of six million Jews would remain 
forever as a mark of Cain on the 
German peaple and on all those who

American Gift to. Library

At a meeting of the Help-the-Blind 
Committee last week at the Shaftes- 
bury Hotel, Monmouth Street, W.C.2. 
Miss Rebecca Randall, the well- 
known blind secretary who is. herself 
a member of the Executive Board of 
the Institute, spoke of the Institute's 
achievements in the otherwise 
neglected sphere of religrous educa 
tion for the blind. 


Braille Hagada 


Founded in. 1932. by Leopold. 


Dubow. an Orthodox Jew who lost 
his sight at the age of six, the 
Institute has since expanded to 
include many services. It has pub- 
lished in Braille, an Hagada, a Hebrew 
Bible, and a prayer book, a Hebrew- 
English Dictionary, a Hebrew 
Calendar, and a Hebrew primer, and 
has formulated international Hebrew 
and Yiddish Braille alphabets. It 
runs a free Jewish Braille lending 
library of over 8,000 volumes in 
English and Hebrew (the only one of 
its kind) which circulates by post to 
all parts of the world, and a ™ talking 
book” library. of L.P. records in 
English, Hebrew, and Yiddish, 
The Institute also provides blind 
children with an all-round religious 
education, and has prepared several 
of them for Barmitzvah. It organises 
international Braille literary com- 
petitions. And its future projects 
include Sabbath and Holy-day ser- 


_ vices on records, a Braille digest of 


Jewish current events, and Braille 
correspondence courses in Jewish his- 
tory and religion, literature, and 
music. | 

Also flourishing under the auspices 
of the Institute is the “ Jewish Braille 
Review.”. a monthly magazine 
founded by Leopold Dubow in 1931. 
Described by Miss Randall as “ THE 
Jewish CHRONICLE of the blind,” this 
publication (which includes a Chil- 
dren’s Supplement) now has 1,700 
readers throughout the English- 
speaking world and in Israel. 

Appealing for financial support for 
the Institute by Anglo-Jewry, Miss 
Randall stressed that this was the 
only organisation in the world which 
catered for the $ 1 and cultural 
needs of the ish blind.

DEPUTIES DISCUSS YOUTH 
Concern at Lack of Leadership 


Jewish. Chronicle Reporter 


The Board of Deputies, at their 
mecting on Sunday, heard with grati- 
fication a message of appreciation 
from the Duke of Edinburgh for their 
recent bicentenary dinner. stood in 
silence in memory of the heroes and 
marivrs of the Warsaw Gshetio 
Uprising ; and spent much time in dis- 
cussing the education of youth—a 
subject which some treated with levity. 

Ihe President, Mr BARNET! 
Janner (Leeds, United), read from a 
personal message he had received 
from the Duke of Edinburgh's Private 
Secretary. which said the Duke had 
been “ delighted with the most cnjoy- 
able evening and the excclient 
dinner,” and that the whole occasion 
had been a great success. 

Mr. Janner said a permanent record 
was being kemt of the various func 
tions held during this bicentenary 
year, m @ suitable album, and in the 
archives was the film taken, and pre- 
sented to the Board. by the B.B.C 
of the arrival of His Royal Highness 
and other distinguished guests 

The function, attended by 1,302 
people, was expected to show a profit 
of at least £1,500 


Ghetto Tribute 
Presenting the report of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. Mr. Janner 


recalled the events of the Warsaw 
Ghetto Uprising, the sad emotions and 
yet the pride which they evoked in 
the heart of every Jew. After the 
Deputies had stood in silence in 
memory of, and tribute to, the 
occasion, Mr. Janner announced that 
a Suitable message would be sent to 
the Polish Jewish community. 

Mr. Janner announced in reply 
fo a question from Mr. M. Shior- 
movitz (Huddersfield), that both the 
Chief Rabbi and the Haham had 
informed the Board of their wish 
that memorial tablets for the Ghetto. 


’ together with a permanent memorial 


lamp. be affixed to the precincts of 
synagogues, preicrably in the vesti- 
bule. 

The entire report of this Com- 
mittee, as well as cach of its. para- 
graphs, was passed without a single 
comment from the floor—which 
seemed to surprise those on the plat- 
form as much as the rank and file. 
dealt with compensation claims of 
Jewish vicums of Nazism, particularly 
those of Rumanian Jews. In respect 
of the latter a communication had 
been sent to the German Ambassador 


for transmission to his Government 
showing that German Nazis had 
instigated persecution of Jews in 
Rumania. Inquiries were also being 


made of the Austrian Federal 
Minister for Foreign Affairs as. to 
the progress made in regard ‘Oo Com 
pensation for Austrian victims of the 
Nazis since this matter was tast 
discussed earliet th S 

The debate on the future of Jewish 
youth arose out of a paragraph in 
the +eport of the Education Com- 
mittee presented by Mrs. B. JANNER 
(Newcastle upon Tyne, Jesmond). It 
deak with a meeting of the Youth 
Organisations’ Secretaries’ Committee, 
and Mrs. Janner commented on the 
difference, of which this was evidence, 
from the situation five years ago. Then 
Jewish youth organisations had dis- 
played unfriendly rivalry towards each 
other; today the accent was on co- 
operation all sound, 


Appeal to Orthodox 


But according to Dr. J. Zerum 
(Montagu Road Beth Hamedrash) this 
was only one side of the picture. What 
Mrs. Janner did not tell them was 
that only two out of ten young people 
could ready Hebrew; and perhaps 
four out of ten knew anything about 
Judaism. 

This old topic brought forth nothing 
new and only two constructive pro- 
— one from Mr. GREVILLE 
ANNER (Melbourne), who called on 
Orthodox Jewish youth to come into 
youth organisations and give of their 
knowledge to those who had it not: 
and another from Mr. SaMueL PreTer- 


son (South Shields) who pleaded the 
cause of the small communities and 
suggested that Jews’ College students 
should be sent to serve their 
apprenticeships, with suitable pay- 
ment, in these forgotten provincial 
centres before going on to the larger 
and more remunerative places, 

Me. Greville Janners point was 
that the “sole problem of Jewish 
youth organisations js lack of leader- 
ship.” and this could be solved if 
Orthodox youth would come among 
the non-Orthodox and help them to 
learn ! 

His view of the problem (if not 
his solution) was endorsed by Mr. 
Micnaet Harris (A.J.Y.) who spoke 
of the need for development work in 
Jewish youth organisations, which 
was now impossible because of the 
acute shortage of workers. This was 
a national problem, he contended, 
which the Board’s Education Com- 
mittee should consider. 

Mr. Bertnoip Srrauss (Beth 
Chodesh) thought the trouble was not 
only among youth. He had been in 
the Edinburgh Synagogue, which had 
a membership of 1,200, and found 
that not more than ten or twelve 
persons attended it. he synagogue 
had been for more than a year with- 
out a rabbj, afd No attempt was being 
made to appoimt one. This was a 
bad state of affairs which would lead 
to much worse if nothing was done, 

Mrs. Janner was questioned about 
an item in her report which said that 
her committee was supporting an 
approach to the Minister of Education 
to postpone for two years any with- 
drawal of State aid from the Avigdor 
School, to give the reorganisation 
which was taking place a chance to 
prove itself a success. She told Mr. 
1. J. (Walthamstow) that if 
any other Jewish school destired to 
obtain State aid and brought its case 
to the Education Committee, the 
application would be considered and 
a decrsion taken whether to support it.

This was the report on a sub-com- 
mittee of four young lawyers set up 
by the British Section which had, in 
record time, examined existing legis- 
lation jn Great Britain concerning 
antr-Jewish acts and had come to 
the conclusion that, although there 
was such legislation, there was also 
a reluctance to prosecute under it. 
Mr. Super asked what justification 
there was for the W.J.C. to have taken 
this action when there was a Defence 
Committee in cxistence, recognised 
aS representing the community, which 
already had this information. 

Mr. Donwatp Sux (Oxford), who 
said he had been Chairman of the 
sub-Committee in question, stated that 
the survey had been made for the 
forthcoming meeting in Brussels of 
the European sections of the W.J.C. 
to consider antisenutism in Europe, 
and he could not see how this at 
all interfered with the Defence 
Committee. 


** Abolish Agency in Diaspora”

A call for the abolition of the 
Jewish Agency in Britain and the 
Diaspora came on Sunday from Mr.

Mr. Perry was addressing the 
annual meeting in London of the 
PA.TW.A. organisation, itself a 
department of the Jewish Agency.

States the work of the Jewish Agency 
would shortly be taken over by other 
Jewish organisations and there was 
now no need for the Agency clse- 
where in the Diaspora.

Attempt to Force 
Re-examination

Now im London Reinhard 
Strecker, the son of a German judge. 
who is trying ‘to beat the Statute of 
Limitations that after May 8 will 
put any Nazi judge guilty of judicial 
murder beyond the reach of trial and 
punishment. 

He has already issued writs against 
43 such judges whom he charged wiih

complicity m manslaughter. Among 
them, for instance, was Herr Muhs, 
the Presiding Judge of a Special 
Court in Poland which in 1943 
sentenced to death a Ukraimian for 
hiding two, Jewish girls aged six and 
seven. Until 1950, when he was 
retired on full pension, Muhs acted 
as a judge of the Criminal Court of 
Appeal at Hamm, Westphalia. 

Herr Strecker, who is 29 and a 
student of linguistics at the Free 
University of West Berlin, hoped that 
those writs would be followed by the 
mstitution of criminal proceedings by 
the Public Prosecutors before ‘the 
crucial date of May 8. So far, how-

But when the records were first 
exhibited publicly in Karlsruhe (at the 
end of last year) the Chief Public 
Prosecutor of the German Federal 
Republic, Herr Guede, himself stated 
that the exhibits were quite genuine 
and ought to be examined whatever 
their origin. The second exhibition 
took place in West Berlin in February 
and was visited by thousands of 
people against the advice of the 
authorities, who warned the public 
that the exhibition was * Communist- 
inspired.” In fact, Herr Strecker and 
his friends are members of the West 
German Social-Democratic Students’ 
Union. (A small part of the same 
exhibition v as also shown at Oxford 
University.) 

He and his friends, he explained, 
sought to convince the German public 
and the German authorities that there 
was a need to re-examine the records 
of all the Nazi criminal courts and 
investigate the part played by mem- 
bers of the judiciary of the Third 
Reich in the promulgation of the 
many death sentences that had been 
ordered and carried out by them. 

Herr Strecker told me that the 
15-year Statute of Limitations. due 
to expire in a few weeks’ time. had 
been fixed to the day of German 
surrender—May 8, 1945—it ought to 
have been fixed to the day when the 
German Federal Republic came into 
being in 1949. A motion to that 
effect was to be debated in the 
Bundestas next week. 

~ Our documents show two things 
quite clearly,” he said. “ First, that 
even under the Nazi régime there 
were a number of judges who exer- 
cised leniency and who thus disprove 
the general excuse of others that they 
had no choice but to inflict the most 
severe penalty, which so often was 
death.” 

They have now turned to public 
opinion abroad.

NEW SYNAGOGUE’S 
BICENTENARY 


Strong Pillar

The New Synagogue is now 
200 years old; and except for a 
brief period——while it was being 
rebuilt on its present site in Egerton 
Road, N.16-—“the voices of prayer 
and Torah have not ceased to be 
heard” (as the Chief Rabbi testified) 
in this, one of the oldest, and now 
also one of the largest, Jewish con- 
eregations in the Metropolis. 

It was this great and virtually 
unbroken record of communal ser- 
vice and continuity over two centuries 
which was celebrated by a special 
service of Thanksgiving in_ the 
“New” last week and by a festive 
dinner, on Monday, at Guildhall, 
in the City of London, where the 
synagogue was founded as a breaka- 
way from the “ Great.” 5 

More than 1,000 people gathered in 
the beautiful interior of the syna- 
gogue--rebuilt between 1911 and 
1915 in the image of its former self 
at Great St. Helen's, in Bishopsgate, 
where it had previously been housed 
for three-quarters of a century. The 
first place of worship of the “ New” 
was in Leadenhall Street, and lasted 
for a similar period. 

Among those present for _ the 
Thanksgiving service—conducted by 
the minister, Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehr- 
man. the reader, the Rev. M. Katz, 
and his assistant, the Rev. J. Freilich 

were the members. ef the London 
Beth Din: rabbis and ministers of 
other Orthodox communities; lay 
leaders of Jewish communal institu- 
tions. headed by the Hon. Ewen E. S. 
Montagu, Q.C., the President of the 
United Synagogue, of which the 
“ New ~ was one of the three princi- 
pal parent-bodies ; and many former 
Hon. Officers and congregants who 
now reside in other districts and who 
came to take part in what the Chief 
Rabbi described as a solemn and 
historic occasion. 

Dr. Brodie himself was inducted 
into his office (twelve years ago) at 
this synagogue, and in his sermon 
last week he recalled the great 
occasions when his predecessors, the 
Chief Rabbis of past two 
centuries, had visited the “ New.”

So, as the years have moved on. 
Mr. Livingstone has increasinel, 
found himself representing a 
minority viewpoint. His interest in 
the Rotary movement, his associa- 
tion with various Councils of Social 
Service, his advocacy of greater 
tolerance of the Reform position, 
and his belief in inter-faith 


co-operation, all seem like echoes 
of the past rather than policies fo: 
the present. But he js far too fair- 
minded to be rancorous about such 
developments. If he is tolerant o! 
Reformers he is equally willing to 
understand the feelings of those 
present-day students of Jews’ Col- 
lege who will not preach in syna- 
gogues with mixed chotrs. 

He has never shircked making 
his viewpoint clear, but he has 
never done so by polemics 0: 
demagogy. His ideal minister is 
one who is engaged jn the practical 
tasks of his calling, and he has 
furthered this ideal by his work for 
the Conference of Angio-Jewish 
Preachers, of which he has. beer 
Hon. Secretary and. Treasurer since 
1925.. In the course of these years 
he has seen papers 
faking up a far larger portion’ ol 
( onference time than was the case 
when the series opened; he prob. 
abiy is not very enthusiastic about 
this, but he acquiesces with. his 
invariable courtesy and equanimity 

He holds the same offices in the 
Union of Anglo-Jewish Preachers, 
perhaps the last religious organisa- 
tion jeft in which traditionalists and 
reformers meet, and one wonders 
how long this by now anachronistic

body would survive if Mr. Living- 
stone had to withdraw trom its 
leadership. Of this contingency 


there is, as yet, happily no sign. In 
his retirement he remains active, 
and his wife, Hetty, herself a dis- 
tinguished communal worker, con- 
tinues to afford him the loving 
support he has enjoyed throughout 
his ministerial career. He enters 
his seventy-sixth year in good 
health and with his intellectual 
vigour unimpaired.

THE CHIEF RABBI. THE AND THE DIN 


A PRONOUNCEMENT 


BY 


LONDON AND MANCHESTER 


The Anglo-Jewish community has a long and proud record of loyalty 
and devotion to the observance of Kashruth. It has successfully evolved a 
system of concerted and unified control of Shechita and Kashruth which 
has enabled it to set high standards of reliability for the Kashruth of 
Meat, Poultry, and Meat Products supplied to the Jewish public by 
Butchers and Poulterers under the supervision of the officially recognised 
Religious Authorities. These standards are jeopardised, and Communal 
Discipline in religious matters is endangered not only by unauthorised 


purveyors who purport to sell Kosher products but which are in fact trefa, 
but equally by splinter groups who for reasons totally unconnected with 
Kashruth or other religious considerations endeavour to operate Shechita 
arrangements outside the Communal framework. 


It was thus with a profound sense of dismay that we learnt of the recent 
action of the small group calling itself Machzike Hadass in Manchester in 
granting a licence to a poultry firm which had refused to comply with the 
requirements of the Manchester Beth Din. This action on the part of this 
body cuts across the Halachic rulings as well as the accepted standards of 
Jewish communal life. | 


Responsible Jewish Communal: Organisations have always considered 
the wider religious interests of all sister communities, large and small. The 
cover afforded by this group to this poultry firm permitting it to distribute 
pre-packed poultry to unsupervised establishments all over the country 
threatens to undermine the standards of Kashruth and the communal 


organisation and discipline especially in smaller communities. This irres-. 


ponsible action is bound to cause chaos and confusion in the minds of the 
Jewish public. 


The standards of Kashruth are based on the Shulchan Aruch and the 
prohibition of Shechitas Chutz is a time-honoured, universally accepted 
takkanah designed to protect the communal as well as religious interests 
of the Jewish population. It provides that no Shechita product prepared 
in a Kehillah shall be sold or distributed in another Kehillah except with 
the consent of the proper Ecclesiastical and Communal Bodies of the latter. 
Our responsible Communal Shechita and Kashruth Organisations have 
always been concerned for the interests of the Jewish consumer. The 
democratically elected Representatives of Anglo-Jewry will continue to 
Spare no effort to ensure that Kashruth shall be within the reach of all 
sections of the Jewish community. 


We earnestly call upon the Jewish public to refrain from supporting 
actions which are disruptive of communal unity and religious discipline. No 
Meat or Poultry should be purchased from unauthorised sources and which 
do not bear the seal of recognised Batei Din and Boards of Shechita of the 
respective Jewish communities in the country.

WILL RESIGN 


Further Talks with the Chancellor 


From our Correspondent 


KARLSRUNE 

Dr Theodor Oberlander, the 
Federal Minister for Refugees, is to 
resign in the very near future. This 
is the upshot of talks held on Tuesday 
between the Minister, Dr. Adenauer, 
the Chancellor, and Dr. Krone, leader 
of the Parliamentary faction of the 
Christian Democrat (Government) 
Party. 

Dr. Oberlander has promised to 
resign within the next few days on 


one condition: that the Parliamentary 


Investigation Committee. which he 
had asked for last week, is formed as 
soon as possible. 

The Federal Chancellor will accept 
Dr. Oberlander’s offer to resign. and 
the Christian Democrats will probab), 
ask for the establishment of the 
Investigation Committee during next 
week. [his was announced by a 
Christian Democrat spokesman after 


the meeting between Dr. Adenauer. 
Dr. Oberlander, and Dr. Krone 
shortly before. the opening of the 


Christian Democrat Party Congress in 
Karlsruhe on Tuesday.

While social discrimination of the 
type recently publicised by Tue 
JEWISH CHRONICLE is an unknown 
factor in Australia, there is some evi- 
dence of an economic “ numerus 
clausus,” although in a country which 
is today a melting-pot for so many 
different nationalities it would be 
difficult to single out the Jews as the 
sole recipients of such treatment. 

The case of Mr. Louis Mendes v. 
the Melbourne Stock Exchange is 
worth recounting. Since 1957 this 
Melbourne Jew has been knocking at 
the doors of the Melbourne Stock 
Exchange in an attempt to become a 
member—so far without success. 

The normal procedure for a 
prospective candidate is to obtain the 
endorsement of the committee of the 
Exchange before having his applica- 
tion submitted to a vote of all the 
members.

The ninth annual report of the 
Jewish Trust Corporation for Ger 
many states that the Corporation's 
original task of recovering heirless 
Jewish property in Germany,. inctud- 
ing former communal property, is 
nearly completed 

The year under review —1958/ 59 
is claimed to be the most successful 
since the Corporation started work in 
1950. A number of global settle- 
ments were concluded with the 
Lander of the former British Zone 
concerning compensation for 
destroyed and damaged communal 
property. As a result the total of 
recoveries im the Zone and in the 
British sector of Berlin reached 
approximately £11,500,000. 

Of the 46,000 claims lodged by the 
Corporation, only 53 are still open. 
Of the 828 individuals’ properties 
restored to the Corporation, only five 
remained unsold as at the end of last 
year. 

Tribute is paid in the report to 
“the spirit. animating the Govern- 
ments of the Lander of the former 
British Zone in this matter. Far 
from taking shelter behind _ the 
ambiguities of the law, which— 
although the Corporation was con- 
fident of the justice of its case—might 
have led to years of litigation, their 
approach was based on the simple 
formula that the Lander wanted 
joint negotiations with the J.1T.C. and 
the communities and desired to com- 
pensate to the full the damage 
inflicted.”

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German Education System Fails

A survey of the Press of Europe 
including that of England and Wes: 
Germany, reveals great concern over 
the failure of education for democracy 
in Germany and the breakdown of 
the denazification process, the 53rd 
annual meeting here of the American 
jewish Committee was told. 


The analysis of more than 1,200 
news and editorial items was made by 
the European office of the Committee 
following the recent epidemic of 
swastika daubings, and presented to 
the annual meeting by the Executive 
Vice-President, Dr. John Slawson. 

Dr. Slawson’s report pointed out 
that a majority of the articles im the 
West German publications stressed the 
failure ‘of the German education 
sysiem “and urged reforms to teach 
the youths about the excesses of the 
Hitler era.” 

The West German Press also 
reflected a “ wide spectrum of opinion 
which included attempts to minimise 
the [swastika] incidents, attacks on 
foreign critics, and the criticism of 
what was called the passive attitude 
of many Germans. A number of 
German papers insisied upon the 
removal of former Nazis from public 
life 


One of the main concerns of the 
meeting was the world-wide spate ol 
anti-religious vandalism. Also con- 
sidered were the problems of Israc! 
and the Middle East, especially. in 
view of the Summit meeting in May, 
intergroup tensions in the metropolis, 
and Christian-Jewish relations. 

Among the highlights of the sessions 
were a report on neo-Nazi youth 
groups in America and plans for com- 
munity action to deal with such anti- 
democratic tendencies, and results of 
a seven-year self-study, made by the 
Yale Divinity School, of Protestant 
teaching materials. 

The gist of the findings is that some 
Protestant denominations presented 

ositive portrayals of other religions, 

ut a number of Protestant church 
school texts contained negative and 
distorted references to other faiths.

HERZL 


THIS year the vagaries of the 
Hebrew and secular calendar have 
caused Israchi Independence Day 
to coincide with the centenary of 
Herzi's birth, succinctly symbolis- 
ing the unique relationship between 
the State of Israc! and the founder 
of political Zionism. History - is 
the final arbiter of human reputa- 
tions ;: many great figures shrink to 
life-size as the decades roll past. 
others are subjected to reappraisal 
and controversy. Herzis reputa- 
tion, however, has come to shine 
ever more brightly as events came 
to vindicate his vision. 

Herzl was a man of destiny in 
the true sense of the word 
Possessed by an idea, he sct history 
@n motion to implement il, aided 
only by the strength of his convic- 
tions and force of personality 
Even today. with the State of Israel 
a reality which ts coming to be 
taken for granted, much may be 
learned from Herzi's personality and 
approach and from his ideas, which 
THe Jewisu CHRONICLE is proud to 
have been. the first to publish in 
English... Herz! did not have much 
of a Jewish background, in eithe: 
the religious or social sense; his 
approach was never messianic, no) 
did he make a virtue of flying in 
the face of reality. His attitude 
was strictly rational and analytical ; 
his undoubted!y charismatic 
Qualities derived primarily from 
unshakable confidence in the essen- 
tia! righiness of his own ideas. 

Unlike some of his successors 
Herzl, visionary as he could be, 
resolutely abjured the error ofl 
total aliya or denigration of the 
Diaspora. For him the Jewish 
State could never -be an end in 
itself ; he envisaged jt as an essen- 
tial part of total Jewish existence 


with its special contribution to 
make and special needs. 

Theodor Herz! was liberal 
and a European in every sense, 


and explicitly rejected both ortho- 
Gdox socialist theories, for the 
excessive power they concentrated 
into the hands. of the State, and 
clericalist doctrines alike. The 
State of. Israel, now celebrating the 
twelfth anniversary of its State- 
hood, still has many grave prob- 
lems. Those occasioned by a hostile 
environment are in many ways 
less pressing—and certainly less 
dangerous in the long run-—than 
unresolved imner tensions and 
problems of Israel's place in the 
totality of Jewish life. Herzl’s 
rational and humanistic approach, 
his sense of Jewish unity in diver- 
sity, and his unvaryingly principled 
approach to personal and political 
questions alike can stil serve as 
a guide. 


YOUTH SERVICE 


KING George's Jubilee Trust 
is today launching its Silver 
Jubilee Appeal. The Trust was 
established in 1935 as a national 
thank-oflering on the occasion 
of the Silver Jubilee of King 
George V, who so wisely §aid : 
“it i to the young that the 
future belongs. I trust that through 
this Fund many of them through- 
out the country may be helped in 
body, mind and character to 
become useful citizens.” During 
the past twenty-five years the 
splendid benefactions of the Trust 
have enormously benefited al! 
young people of the United King- 
dom, regardless of faith or creed. 
Some of its grants have gone 
directly to such organisations as 
the Association for Jewish Youth 
and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 


Additional funds are now 
urgently required to enable the 
Trust to meet its growing respon- 
sibilities. It js therefore commemo- 
rating its own Silver Jubilee by the 
launching of the present nation- 
wide appeal which will be con- 
tinued throughout 1960. Widespread 
interest in this cause has recently 
been roused by the Albemarle 
Committee's Report, which stressed 
how much the Youth Service 
depends on voluntary support. The 
voluntary organisations—including 
those of all religious denomina- 
tions—will be the principal bene- 


ficiaries of the development and 
expansion plans which have been 
formulated by the Trust. These 
plans will require generous finan- 
cial support for their practical 
implementation, and we are certain 
that that support will be forth- 
coming in order to ensure that the 
Trust's work for the benefit of the 
rising generation shall continue 
unimpaired. 

Such is the importance of Youth 
Service for the Jewish community 
in particulal that it must be a 
paramount concern of old and 
young alike. Both the Board of 
Deputies and the Association for 
Jewish Youth in their discussions 
this week expressed that concern 
and interest. Though there are in 
many respects grounds for salis- 
faction, complaint was justifiably 
made about the lamentable absence 
of religious content, from the 
general programme ‘of Jewish 
youth work. It was stated that this 
deficiency could not be remedied 
unless and until youth leaders of 
religious conviction and knowledge 
come forward to influence the work 


of the clubs To achieve this 
object there must be a_ greater 
co-operation among the youth 
organisations themselves and 
between them and religious leader- 
ship. It ss gratifying, therefore, 


that the former rivairy between 
opposing factions has now largely 
heen overcome. Efiorts for still 
wider co-operation are now being 
made in the formation of a Coun- 
cil for Jewish Youth. However, 
the A.J.Y. experts were all agreed 
that the problem of teaching 
Judaism in the clubs still remains 
one of outstanding difficulty. This 
problem will have to be tackled if 
the Jewish clubs .are to fulfil their 
proper function within the frame- 
work of the national scheme which 
King George's Jubilee Trust exists 
to promote 


A BATTLE OF WILLS 


Tue boycott of the Cleopatra, 
now in its second week, has occa- 
sioned a manv-sided battle of wills. 
Nasser and his supporters have 
announced an impending boycott 
of American shipping to begin on 
April 30 if the U.S.A. dockers’ 
boycott is not called off. This 
boycott, according to the all-Arab 
Trade Union organisation, will be 
implemented in Libya, Lebanon, 
and. Aden, as well as the U.ALR. 
itself, but its main effectiveness 
would lie in its ability to close the 
canal to U.S.A. shipping. In 
addition Cairo threatens to deprive 
the U.S.A. of Middle East oil and 
extend the boycott to oil and films. 
Yet such a boycott would deprive 
the U.A.R., among other Arab 
States, of the economic aid with- 
out which they would be plunged 
into serious difficulties, and would 
cut off oil revenues and canal dues, 
as well as a reciprocal closure of 
foreign airfields to Arab airliners. 
Nasser is relying more on the hopes 
of a quick victory in a war of 
nerves rather than on any solid 
advantages. Judging from U.S.A. 
State Department statements he 
may turn out to be right. The 
U.S.A. Government has issued a 
forlorn and apologetic statement, 
dissociating itself from the trade- 
unionists action and showing a 
pathetic measure of embarrassment 
and lack of purpose. Such an 
attitude is one of submission to the 
blackmailer which inevitably brings 
about more trouble in the future. 
The determined stand of U.S.A. 


labour has provided the Western — 


world with an excellent opportunity 
to show strength of will and grasp 
the nettle once and fof all. 


THE ISRAELI POUND 


THERE appears to have been con- 
siderable annoyance jin various 
circles in Israel at recent specula- 
tion in the British Press concerning 
the imminence of devaluation in 
Israel. The annoyance js under- 
standable; monetary authorities 
dislike this sort of thing if they 
are not considering immediate 
devaluation—and are even more 
annoyed by it if they are. For the 
past twelve years the Israeli 
authorities have carried out largely 
inflationary policies, and their 
attempts to counteract the effects 
of these policies by controls and 
subsidies have been only partially 
successful—and jm addition have 
led to continual balance of pay- 
ments difficulties as well as a 
chronically distorted price-structure. 


For most of the period the Israel: 
pound has been deliberately over- 
valued. Over-valuation, in. turn, 
has necessitated a further complex 
network of premiums and imposts 
based on other than objective 
economic considerations, to the 
detriment of the smooth workings 
of the economy. Most economists 
in Israel have long favoured an end 
to inflationary policies and a 
devaluation which would bring the 
Israeli pound down to “a more 
realistic rate, in order to simplify 
and strengthen the economy, and 
reduce the role of arbitrary admini- 
strative decision and discrimination 
So far the authorities have resisted 
largely from political considera- 
tions, but expectations and hopes 
lead to a spate of rumours from 
time to time, and they gain 
credence from the obvious fact that 
the Government itself recognises 
that an Israeli pound is not really 
worth anything like its par value 
Whether or not to devalue remains 
for the Israeli Government to 
decide, but so long as the pound 
is kept pegged at an artificial value, 
recurrent fumours are to be 


expected. 
MISSED OPPORTUNITY 


So tremendous is the influence 
exerted by television that even 
apparently trivial items on the 
diflerent programmes may become 
matters of importance. Still more 
serious 1s the effect when the B.B.C. 
itself deliberately sponsors a feature 
that 1s specifically designed to edu- 
cate public opinion. Undoubtedly 
last week's “ Viewpoint on anti- 
semitism (to which reference is 
made on page 9) was presented 
with the worthiest of intentions 
Most unfortunately, however, it 
completely fatied to make the right 
impact upon the mind of the 
ordimary  vicwer. It presented 
unfavourable stereotypes and cari- 
catures of the Jew which it then 
proceeded to demolish. No useful 
purpose can be served by the mass

diffusion of ridiculous generalisa- 
tions and ancient prejudices even 
if the intention is to show that they 
are jrrational and untenable. “A 
far more positive and creative 
approach was required. While it 
was obviously difficult to give a 
full diagnosis of a complex subject 
like antisemitism in fifteen minutes, 
the attempted analysis was quite 
incomplete. Many accepted reasons 


. for antisemifism, such as envy, 


ignorance, and superstition, were 
overlooked. This programme missed 
a great opportunity of educating 
the public as to the \tangled and 
twisted causes of antisemitism and 
by repeating, even though for the 
puipose of contradiction, anti- 
semitic canards, unfortunately gave 
them wider currency.

HAMBURG.—AN EXTRAORDINARY Con- 
TROVERSY.—An extraordinary con- 
troversy now rages in the Hamburg 
papers, extracts from which have 
been forwarded to us. From these 
we learn that the wardens of the 
Jewish community have repeatedly 
given permission to marry again 
to &@ woman separated but not 
divorced from her husband accord- 
ing to rabbinical law. Against this 
breach of the law. the rabbis. who

EDUCATION 


Sir, Your editorial on present-day 
Jewish education is a timely challenge 
to our community. If we really mean 
to tackle the pro lem of Jewish educa- 
ton seridtisly we must be willing to 
give up the time-worn pattern of Sun- 
day and evening classes, with their dry 
reading and translations by tired and 
bored children, and substitute it by 
the normal medium for education: a 
Jewish day school, with a corporate 
Jewish life, and wherein a compre- 
hensive English and Jewish education 
is provided within normal 
hours, 

Religion classes according to the 
present patiern, meeting outside 
normal school hours, with consequent 
irregular attendance, lack of con- 
tinuity, limited scope, and low age 
limit, cannot result in a meaningful! 
education of last ng v ilue to the 
pupils: it can only result in a sense 
of frustration to the teachers 


school 


We are not just a_ religious 
denomination: we belong te the 
Jewish nation, The Hebraic contribu- 
to the world’s civilisation is al 
least as great as the Roman or Greek ; 
we have our own Hebrew language 
with a rich literature, classical and 
modern: we have a country of ou 
own whose renaissance should have a 
romantic and adventurous appeal to 
our voung: we have our own way ofl 
life. our own religious customs and 
practices, we have the Torah, the 
M’nach, the Talmud. All these. in a 
greater ofr lesse! deg ec, would be 
ncluded in a comprehensive Jewish 
education 


Such a system of a bilingual and 


hicultural education is only possibdie 
by continuous instruction from. the 
kindergarten to the university or the 
school-leaving examination, under 
normal school conditions in a Jewish 
day school, 

lo establish Jew sh day schools at 
key points in the Metropolis, with 
transport made available, even with 
State aid, would cost a lot of money 
But not more than Anglo-Jewry can 
afford in order to safeguard its future. 
Compared with, say, the Catholics, our 
budget for Jewish education is, indeed, 
verv poor. And we. pride ourselves 
on being the People of the Book.

SYNAGOGUE 
ARCHITECTURE 


Sin,—Carmel College is to be con- 
gratulated on its choice of architects 
for its mew synagogue. After the 
tragi-comedy of Great Portland Street 
it is. refreshing to find that architec- 
ture 1S at last-to make its appearance 
in modern synagogue design. 

Erdi and Rabson have shown that 
there is no reason why a synagogue 


must be a replica of a’ Roman 
Basilica (law court). True, some 
communities have already broken 


away from this mistaken belief, but 
their blossoming enlightenment has 
been distinguished by a singular lack 
of architectural understanding. 


This is perhaps not surprising since 


the choice of design has normally , 


been dictated by those who have pro- 
vided the largest slice of the funds. 
Thus, the synagogue illustrated in 
your issue of April 22 showed a 
house of worship at Sydney in the 
shape of a Magen David. This is 
not architecture, but a rather vulgar 
stunt and pointless joke. Erdi and 
Rabson, on the other hand, have 
accepted the flowing tent-like forms 
which are so logically expressed in 
modern building technique. 


Their appointment is heartening, 
not only because two brilliant 
designers have been given their head. 
but one of them is actually Jewish. 


The completion of Carmel College's 
house of worship may well mark a 
new era of synagogue architecture, 
lifting it out of its present slough of 
shed-like penury or its alternative of 
expensive vulgarity.

RANCE is as much _ the

turned delicious!y blonde for her 
next film, “The Subterraneans.” 
Following Miss Caron, the French 
Commercial Attaché said a few 
words and produced some interest- 
ing figures. “In France,” he said, 
‘practically every woman wears 
perfume. In America 82 per cent 
of all women between the ages of 
sixteen and forty use a fragrance of 
one kind or another. But in Britain 
only about '20 per cent in that age 
group wear perfume regularly. 
But why. I wonder. do the figures 
stop short. 


Men Who Used Scent 


History shows the use of perfume 
to be anything but a _ feminine 
prerogative. Charles V—the Wise 

-of France, personally planned 
a walled garden of lavender, roses, 
lilies, violets, sage, and hyssop in 
order to enjoy their fragrance. At 
this time sachets, called coussines, 
generally filled with lavender or 
violet, were used to make household 
linen fragrant. An account book 
kept by the Chamberlain of M. de 
Valois, dated June, 1383, . records 
the purchase of roses and lavender 
for perfuming the King’s linens. So 
today’s. increase in the sale of 
scented toilet waters, shaving 
lotions, and Colognes for men Is 
nothing new in essence. 

The actual origins of perfume are 
lost in antiquity’s mists, but as early 
as 1300 B.c.E. it was already in use, 
although soap was as yet unknown. 

When the tomb of Tutankhamen 
was opened a small vase was dis- 
covered containing a still-fragrant 
solid. perfume—which makes the 
modern variety look anything but 
modern ! 


Throughout the Middle Ages 
perfume was considered the prero- 
gative of Royalty and the nobility. 
When Catherine de Medici married 
Henry H of France her private cos- 
metician and perfumer accom- 
panied her to Paris; and when 
Catherine of Braganza was brought 
to England to marry Charies Il, 
Count Hamilton recorded in» his 
memoirs that she brought with her 
“six frights, calling themseives 
maids of honour, and a duenna, 
another monster . . .” as well as six 
chaplains, four bakers, a Jewish 
perfumer, and a barber. 

Parisian perfumery dates back 
to the eighteenth century. It was 
in 1775 that Jean-Francois Houbi- 
gant first opened his shop in the 
Rue Fauberg Saint Honoré, where 
it still is today, although rebuilt, tn 
the style of the period, in 1855. The 
business was already flourishing 
during the period of the Directoire, 
when the fashionable ladies of the 
time—known as “ Merveilleuses ~ 
and their colourfully dressed male 
companions—called “ Muscadins 
for their love of musk scent—made 
the shop. their meeting place 


Parfumier to Victoria 


In 1838 M. WHoubigant was 
awarded the licence of Perfumer to 
Queen Victoria, and in 1890 he was 
appointed Perfumer to the Court of 
the Tsar of Russia. The most 
famous of his modern range of 
fragrances—Quelques Fleures—was 
created just before the First World 
W ar and is still popular. 

Perfumes. from the 
Lubin date back to the early part 
of the nineteenth century ; and the 
original founder, Pierre Francois, 
was honoured by Royal 
Appointment to the English Court 
as early as 1821. Ihe present 
owner of the firm, M. André Prot, 
is a direct descendant of one of the 
Original apprentices. 

Some seven years later Pierre 
Francois Guerlain founded his per- 
fumery shop jn the Rue de. Rivoli ; 
since when every drop of Guerlain 
perfume has been made by a family 
‘nose.” . The precious formule are 
thus preserved as a strict secret, 
handed down, generation by genera- 
tion, from father to son. The 
house of Millot, founded in 1839, 
is another family business, which 
is now in its fourth generation. The 
ubiquitous “ Crépe de Chine” per- 
fume is sold in 73 countries 
throughout the world; and export 
totals-are more than half the firm's 
business. One particularly lucrative 
market is the Middle East, where 
the local sheikhs possess so many 
wives and daughters that they order 
bottles by the gross !

One of these was on January /, 

1952, when the debate on whether 
or not Israel should negotiate with 
the West German (G;overnment for 
reparations was opened Phe Cherut

December 28 | was woken up 
at night by someone knocking on 
the window-pane: dressed 
quickly and went out. There were 
two Jews from Bodzentyn on thei 
way to Kielce, and they ‘wanted to 
warm themselves up. I asked 
them if they had any news, and 
they said that again two victims 


had been shot on Christmas Eve . 


for no reason at all. 


1942 


January 8 I was told after 
lunch that again there were two 


Jewish victims in Bodzentyn. One 
was killed on the spot and the 
other one was sounded. The 
wounded one was arrested and 


tuken to the Bieliny police station, 
and there he will be done to death. 


January 12. Early in the morn- 
ing | went to clear the snow. 
When I went inside to get warm, 
the deputy village-head came in 
and said.that he had read the 
announcement at the village office 
and that the Jews are going to be 
deported and they will not be 
allowed to take anything with them 
except for the clothes they have on 
them. We were all so shocked 
that we were at our wit’s end. 


January 13. Dad went to 
Kielce to find out about the 
deportation. We have been wait- 
ing for him impatiently hoping 
that he will bring some better 
news. When he came back he 
had nothing definite to say about 
the deportation. He told us that 
today there was a meeting in the 
Town Hall of all the Councils of 
Jewish Elders from the whole of 
the Kielce region. 


February 12. After breakfast we 
all went to clear the snow although 
nobody ordered us to do it, This 
was because the main road got 
covered with snow again. Then I 


noticed the municipal janitor. and 
when | asked him where he was 
going, he said that he was taking 
some announcements to the village 
head. Two hours later the village 
janitor came along to nail up some 
bills. These were not announce- 
ments but cartoons about the 
Jews. There was a drawing of a 
Jew mincing meat and he was 
putting a rat into the miuincer 
Another one was pouring buckets 
full of water into the milk churns. 
Ihe third picture showed a Jew 
kneading dough with his feet. with 
vermin swarnung all over him and 
over the dough. The title was like 


this: “Jews are swindlers. They 
are your real enemies.” And 
underneath : . 


Stop and read it reader dear 
How the Jews enslaved you here. 
They churn your milk with dirty 


walter 

Mince up rats to make your 
meat 

And with their bugs from every 
quarter 


Mix the dough up with their feet. 


When the janitor was busy nail- 
ing these bills to the wall, many 
people were just returning from 
clearing the snow and they laughed 
so much that my head was nearly 
bursting from .the disgrace which 
the Jews have to suffer nowadays. 
if only God would end this dis- 
grace aS soon as possible. 

February 20. Dad went today 
to Kielce. He managed to get an 
allocation of flour, only half of it, 
but even this is better than nothing.

Trial of Jesus 


It seems to me that Dr. Paul

March 18. Today the committee 
came which allocates Jewish 


families to the larger flats. We 
were allocated too, to auntic’s 
lodger. At first he tried to get out 
of it but in the end he had to give 
in. We put our cupboard in and 
are now doing everything in here. 


March 19. There is a rumour 
that next Sunday six squads of 
Polish police are coming here 
together with the German military 
police. Some say that they «ay 
going to round us up, others say 
something else and nobody knows 
exactly why they are coming. Of 
course it will not be a round-up 
of the Aryans but of the Jews. 
Everybody is very 
thinking all the time where to hide 
and find some safe place. But 
where can we feel safe nowadays 
nowhere at all. 


March 22. The terrible Sunday 
has come. The German and the 
Polish police did come but not for 
a round-up. We didn’t quite know 
what they came for. We were all 
in a terrible state of fear waiting 
for something unknown. 1 went 
outside every few minutes but it 
was as quiet there as if everybody 
was dead, only the German 
military police were walking up 
and down the street.

At 
this time sachets, called coussines, 
generally filled with lavender or 
violet, were used to make household 
linen fragrant. An account book 
kept by the Chamberlain of M. de 
Valois, dated June, 1383, records 
the purchase of roses and lavender 
for perfuming the King’s linens. So 
today’s increase in the sale of 
scented toilet waters, shaving 
lotions, and Colognes for men is 
nothing new in essence.

Parfumier to Victoria

famous of his modern range of 
fragrances—Quelques Fleures—was 
created just before the First World 
War and ts still popular. 

Perfumes from the House of 
Lubin date back to the early part 


of the nineteenth century ; and the 
original founder, Pierre Francois, 
was honoured by the Royal 


Appomtment to the English Court 
as. early as 1821. The present 
owner of the firm, M. André Prot, 
is a direct descendant of one of the 
Original apprentices. : 

Some seven years later Pierre 
Francois Guerlain founded his per- 
fumery shop jin the Rue de Rivoli ; 
since when every drop of Guerlain 
perfume has been made by a family 
“nose.” The precious formule are 
thus preserved as a strict secret, 
handed down, generation by genera- 
tion, from father to son. The 
house of Millot, founded in 1839, 
is another family business, which 
is now in its fourth generation. The 
ubiquitous “ Crépe de Chine” per- 
fume is sold in 73 countries 
throughout the worid; and export 
totals are more than half the firm’s 
business.

But he 
couldn't do anything about it 
because all the papers had already 
been signed by the village ‘head for 
the deportation to go on. There is 
still a little hope left for a post- 
ponement. 


March 8 The Chaitman of the 
Council of Jewish Elders sent a 
note telling my dad and others to 
come to Bicliny; they are going 
to allocate flats to the Jews. Daddy 
went togehter with several others. 
They all came back in the evening. 
Dad said that every Jew had to 
take in one or two deported 
families, depending on the size of 
the flat. 


March 17. All sorts of thoughts 
are going through my head. Will 
dad get his pass extended? And 
if they don’t sign it, what then? 
Sometimes my thoughts make no 
sense at all. I was all day on the 
look-out for him. Then I went to 
bed but he still hadn't returned. 


March 18. Today the committee 
came which allocates Jewish 


families to the larger flats. We 
were allocated too, to auntic’s 
lodger. At first he tried to get out 
of it but in the end he had to give 
in. We put our cupboard ia and 
are now doing everything in here. 


March 19. There is a rumour 
that next Sunday six squads of 
Polish police are coming here 
together with the German military 
police. Some say that they are 
going to round us up, others say 
something else and nobody knows 
exactly why they are coming. Of 
course it will not be a round-up 
of the Aryans but of the Jews. 
Everybody is very frightened 
thinking all the time where to hide 
and find some safe place. But 
where can we feel safe nowadays 
nowhere at all. 


March 22. The terrible Sunday 
has come. The German and the 
Polish police did come but not for 
a round-up. We didn’t quite know 
what they came for. We were all 
m a terrible state of fear waiting 
for something unknown. 1 went 
outside every few minutes but it 
was as quiet there as if everybody 
was dead, only the German 
military police were walking up 
and down the street. Then | was 
told that they were searching 
Jewish homes.

HERZL CENTENARY 


By BARNET 


Herzl Year Beok. Vol. I. New 
York: Herd Press. $5 


This is the centenary year of Herzl's 
birth. and the man has all but passed 
out of human memory. For this 
reason alone. it is important that 
scholars be given the opportunity to 
publish their researches on the widen- 
ing ripples of the pool he disturbed, 
so that the Herz! period does not 
become yet another of the dark ages 
in Jewish history 

Luckily. the “Herzl Year Book” 
has been launched to give the man 
and the movement a treatment some- 
where between the full-scale bio- 
raphy or memoir, and the scrappy, 
rehashed articles that so often serve 
to pad out the Jewish Press. In this 
gecond volume the contributors range 
wide. and at adequate length, over

Of special interest to British 
readers will be Josef Fraenkel’s 
account of the role of THe Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE in projecting political 
Zionism Mr Fraenkel rightly 


ascribes to this paper a highly signi- 
ficant role in making Herz!ls ideas 
known to the world. Herzl’s own 


emplos crs on the Neue rei 
Presse “ ‘held their Paris correspon- 
dent in real esteem But they 


regarded him as a bit of a crank on 
the subiect of Jewish nationalism. 


and they would not have his ovt- 
pourings on this question in their 
columns 

Herz! found his way to Asher L 


Myers. the deeply religious editot of 


Toe Jewrsn via Nordau. 


one of his earliest converts, and 
Zanewill. The latter two were both 
publishing at that time with Heine- 
mann 

Eventually, 
towards Herz! because of the absence 
of a religious basis in Herzl's pro- 
gramme. Nevertheless, he went 
ahead and in January. 1896, an issue 
of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE appeared 
carrying Herzl's plea for a Jewish 
State. Savs Mr. Fraenkel: “ The first 
rays of a new Jewish era appeared 
on the horizon and the first stone was 
laid for a future Jewish State.”

Success

German Electoral Politics. A 
Study of the 1957 Campaign. By 
W. Krrzincer. Clarendon Press: 
Oxtord University Press. 45s 


Recent and current happenings in 
Western Germany are causing dcep 
concern. Is Adenauer’s Germany a 
mystery wrapped up in an enigma? 
The reader searching for clues will 
probably have difficulty in finding 
them in this book which cannot claim 
to be more—and is certainly not the 
less valauble for that—than a highly 
competent descriptive account of an 
election campaign conducted with all 
the modern techniques of mass pro- 
paganda. This gave the Old Man his 
over-all majority and his amazing 
hold over the New Reich. 

There are some fundamental 
differences between the German and 
British electoral systems-—and some 
similarities. Half of the Bundestag 
members were elected in singlie- 
member constituencies by the simple 
majority vote, the other half being 
filled from party lists. Money was 
spent freely, £5 million in the last 
three and a half months before the 
poll, the lion’s share by C.D.U 
(Adenauer), a scale vastly exceeding 
British election spending, even with 
“ parallel campaigns.” The electoral 
law imposed no limit on campaign 
expenditure, and the C.D.U. part in 
it was a new phenomenon. A signi- 
ficant change in the law enabled 
donations for political purposes to be 
listed with charitable, scientific, and 
other purposes which could be 
deducted from taxable income. 


Political Parties 


Why did Adenauer win by so large 
a majority? Some of the factors for 
it find echoes from our own British 
political scene Intensified political 
and economic success,” plus the skil- 
ful “ parading of the whole apparatus 
of public relations,” plus the projec- 
tion (or in current jargon, the image) 
of Adenauer’s own personality, made 
the result a foregone conclusion. The 


other parties could not make the 
running. The Social Democrats 
(S.P.D.), leader Ollenhauer, though 


sili a formidable party, appear to 
have lost their way. This party, 
which was ideological and once 
looked to Moscow, now calls, inter 
alia, for “security for free enter- 
prise.” The Free Democrats (F.D.P.) 
made a “ discreet” appeal to former 
Nazis, but obviously at the height of 
an clection campaign of the character 
described this might not have meant 
much. 

What of the German Reich Party 
(D.R.P.)—the neo-Nazis? this 
study, and on sheer results, its part 
would appear to be negligible. At 
the time it was at the mercy of a 


monolithic election machine: the 
incidents which have since plagued 
mankind were yet to come. The 


Jewish problem did not loom at all 
at the election. A tragically denuded 
Jewish community could not make 
Jews as clectorally significant as they 
might well be in some of the 
democratic countries. 

the campaign D.R.P i, 
said to have avoided extremist senti- 
ments: nevertheless, their most 
popular cry was the “rehabilitation 
of the former members of the 
and their supporters 
“ publicly minimised the culpability 
of the S.S. for such operations as the 
extermination of over five million 
Jews.” Although the German Reich 
Party made little showing, the cloven 
hoof was sufficiently revealed to dis- 
play its ugliness. The author's pur 
pose is objective as befits the Nuffield 
organisation, and it would have been 
outside the scope of the book to 
indulge in speculation as to the mean- 
ing of events occurring some period 
after the election of 1957

Love, Ancient and Modern

The greatest best-seller of them all, 
of course, is the Bible. It has every- 
thing, from epic grandeur to what 
the newspapers call. “human inter- 
est”; from sublime poetry to 
“blood and thunder” strong enough 
for any taste. Perhaps no part of the 
Bible combines all these qualities in 
such equal proportions as the story 
of the Kings of Israel. Moreover, 
the characters of Saul, David, and 
Solomon each pose questions and 
anomalies which could provide ample 
scope for any- modern novelist, be he 
never so ~ psychological.” And yet 
so far only Hollywood seems to have 
grasped the full market value of this 
magnificent narrative. 

On the evidence of subject matter 
alone, therefore, one approaches 
novels such as Mrs. Chinn's, dealing 
with David and his general, Joab, and 
Miss Beamish’s, on the Solomon and 
Sheba theme, with considerable 
interest. Alas, neither lady turns out 
to be over-gifted with historical 
imagination—neither has the capacity 
to get into the mind of a remote 
generation, think its thoughts and 
dream its dreams. They are really 
only operating at the Hollywood level 
themselves. 

Mrs. Chinn, however. is obviously 
a trier and deserves some praise for 
reading her Bible and knowing what 
it is about. She produces a lot of 
convincing detail, and it is only 
psychologically that her characters 
are anachronistic. Their attitudes to 
love and sexual relations appear to 
be almost post-Kinsey, and her High 
Priest expresses sentiments more 
appropriate to a modern Reform 
rabbi. Surprisingly, for a woman, her 
scenes of violence are excellent. 

The kernel of her novel is Joab's 
devotion to David, despite the fact 
that the king robs him, as well as 
everyone else, of his beloved. This

devotion is not altogether easy to 
understand. since David emerges as 
little more than a lecherous egotist. 

Miss Beamish, at first sight, has also 
paid some attention to eetting the 
background right. Her book is pre- 
faced with an impressive list of 


sources which. besides the Bibie, 
include Josephus and Frazer's 
“Golden Bough.” But it soon 


becomes plain that, for all this pre 
tence of scholarship. she has 
duced a hotch-potch which even the 
late Cecil B. de Mille would have 
hesitated to use as a screen play. 
According to her version the Queen 
of Sheba, unsated by Solomon and 
her other paramours. -finally falls 
love with a beardless shepherd .boy 
He hangs himself in remorse at the 
loss of his purity, and she is swept 
away ina sand storm. What 4 
psychoanalyst’s comments would be. 
one dreads to think. |

Himmler’s personal doctor and 
masseur, Dr. Felix Kersten, died al 
Hamm, Westphalia, last week while 
on his way trom Stockholm. to 
Diisseldorf. He was aged 62, 

Because of his influence on 
Himmler, Kersten instrumental 
in saving Swedes in Poland who had 
been condemned to death by the 
Germans. And according to his own 
memoirs and to information given by 
the World Jewish Congress, he also 
saved thousands of Jews from being 
exterminated in the concentration 
camps, writes our Stockholm corre- 
spondent. 

However, he came in conflict with 
Count Bernadotte at the end of the 
war, and in Bernadotte’s reports on 
the rescue work and negotiations with 
Himmler, published in his book © The 
End.” Kersten’s name 1s not men- 
tioned. Later, Professor Trevor- 
Roper minimised Bernadotte’s. efforts 
and asserted that it was Kersten 
who should be given the credit. The 
Swedish Foreign Office refuted this 
assertion in a White Paper.

The Rabbi of Belz belongs to the 
Chassidic sect-—that ts a group ol 
very Orthodox Jews who pay 
special honour to their rabbis, some 
of whom are reputed to be able to 
periorm miracles. Many Chas- 
sidim gathered round, and their 
troubles were over. 

Suddenly the rabbi's brother, 
father of Yissachar, died, leaving 
the little boy to be brought up by 
his uncle. The rabbi had no child- 
ren left (they all died in the war), 
so Yissachar became his heir. 
Among the Chassidim the rabbi's 
line passes on from father to son, 
or nearest relative. 


As Yissachar Dov grew up he 
began to learn in the Talmud Torah 
ot the Belz Chassidic court in Tel 
Aviv. His life was quiet, until, one 
day, when he was only nine years 
old, his uncle, the rabbi died. 

Some of the Chassidim wanted to 

enthrone ~ him immediately, but 
after a hot discussion it was decided 
that first he had to continue. his 
studies and grow up a little unti! 
he 1s fitted to become a rabbi, 

Yissachar Dov went off to Jeru-- 
salem to learn in the “ Yeshivat 


Belz.” | wo ol the late rabbi's close 


friends went with him to teach him, 
in addition to the usual yeshiva 
studies, the special knowledge a 
rabbi must know. 

After two years with the boy the 
two tutors could tell the C hassidim 
that Yissachar Dov, a talented and 
intelligent boy, is well fitted to 
become their leader. 

The Chassidim, delighted with the 
news, hope to enth: one their new 
rabbi. the fifth of the Belz rabbi's 
dynasty, on the day he becomes 
Barmitzvah.

varing. interpretation of cosmic 
disaster He has achieved this with 
chamber orchestra and two voices, a 
wprano and a contralto, and perhaps 
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the most striking feature of the work 
is the way he uses their two voices. 
doubling and overlapping them, 
biending them with and bringing 
them out of the orchestral texture. 
just as individual tragedies emergc 
from and fade again into the 
cataclysm. 

Ihe same concert includes Fliza 
beth Lutyenss “O Saisons. O

porary” or not She is always 
exploring. and perhaps this has 
militated against her achieving full 
recognition. Yet she has a rare 
musical sensitivity 

A performance of Elgar's sym 
phonic study “Falstaff” is a rare 
event.
